SAN BERNARDINO W ITHDRAW S

ENDEAVOR 


gar Brmardino y esterday , by a larg-e vote, 
withdrew from the Metropolitan Water D is­ 
trict 
W e were not surprised at this for the 
appeal to the voters of San Bernardino by some 
of the outstanding leaders to vote in this man­ 
ner has been a combination based upon disap­ 
pointment, sclfishnest and, we believe, a very 
false aense of security . 
San Bernardino had expected the water route 
for the Metropolitan Water District to pass 
through that city . 
It expected thereby a vast 
amount of money in the way of labor and other 
« upplies, and the other route being determin­ 
ed upon has caused some of the people there 
to feel that something was being taken away 
from San Bernardino to which she was en­ 
titled. 
In the second place they have urged that 
they had a source of supply , that of Arrow­ 
head Lake, upon which they could depend;— 
and in the third place they , of course, being 
nearer the mountains have the first opportunity 
at the water resources of the region. 
N ot one of these reasons, whether they are 
valid or not, would apply to any municipality 
in Orange County . 
The truth is that we can 
rest assured that by this very action of San 
Bernardino she will eventually go to the great­ 
est extremes to exhaust every particle of water 
she can for her city before the water passes on 
to furnish others a supply . 
In other words, 
San Bernardino’s action increases the necessity 
for every group in Orange County to vote in 
harmony with the plans of the Metropolitan 
W ater District. 
It is possible that the theory 
upon which the successful leaders carried on 
the contest in San Bernardino may prove a 
valid one, but certain it is that if it be valid 
they do not expect a very great growth of pop­ 
ulation in San Bernardino. 
W e cannot help believing that San Bernar­ 
dino will regret in y ears to come the action that 
she took vesterdav. 


The recent international convention of the 
Young People’s Society of Christian Endeavor 
celebrated the golden jubilee of the Society . 
Very little was said about this San Franciaco 
convention in the press of the country , and the 
religious journals of the country made little 
note of it. 
Yet an organization which has 
spread over the whole world, and which has 
left its impress upon more than a generation of 
y oung people should not be passed over with­ 
out some notice. 
The Society had bumble beginnings. 
One 
individual 
pastor 
recognized that his y oung 
people had little place in the life of the church, 
and organized them into a group for religious 
and social purposes. 
He little expected that 
it would widen out into an international move­ 
ment, with branches in Asia, and Africa, and 
the islands of the seas, as well as in America 
and Europe. 
Its enthusiasm, its banners and 
badges, its conventions enlisted the interest of 
millions. 
Its pledge to take some part in a 
prayer meeting was not alw'ays rigidly ob­ 
served; its social life was sometimes over-em­ 
phasized; it made much of parados and conven­ 
tions. 
There were many who did not appre­ 
ciate its more constructive features. 
The joke- 
sters sometimes derided it, as when one of 
them said that the reason Christian Endeavor 
Societies never made headway among the sa v­ 
ages of Central Africa was because they had 
nothing to pin badges to. 
But they overlook­ 
ed the fact that it was composed largely of 
very y oung people without much background 
of experience, and judged it as they would an 
adult organization. 
It has undoubtedly left its stamp for good 
on millions of y oung people. 
Many who have 
grown bey ond middle life recall with satisfac­ 
tion the y ears spent in 
the movement,— its 
wholesome fellowship, its joy ous enthusiasms, 
and its noble moral and religious emphases. 
If 
the movement has fallen upon more difficult 
times, it is because the temper of the age has 
changed, and religion seeks other means of ex- 
pression-
